Record^  Star 
Play  McCaslin^ 
Theatre  Guild 

Increasing  success  of  Indian¬ 
apolis’  Catholic  Theatre  Guild  is 
due  in  large  part  to  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  its  youthful  production 
manager,  Paul  McCaslin,  ex- ’49. 

In  pictorial  feature  stories  ap¬ 
pearing  recently  in  both  the  In¬ 
dianapolis  Star  Magazine  and  the 
Indiana  Catholic  and  Record,  Mc¬ 
Caslin  was  quoted  as  saying  that 
the  four-year-old  guild  is  *‘stead- 
ily  and  rapidly  gaining  a  reputa¬ 
tion  for  shows  of  artistic  merit 
and  wholesome  entertainment.” 

The  rise  of  the  guild  was  not 
without  its  obstacles,  however. 
The  article  tells  of  last  February’s 
first-night  performance  of  Ten 
Little  Indians:  One  member,  form¬ 
er  Broadway  actor  Jerry  Vance, 
suffered  a  broken  jaw,  McCaslin 
himself  was  ailing,  and  several 
other  cast  members  came  down 
with  the  flu. 

“High  winds  and  heavy  rains 
on  opening  night  rattled  the  air 
ventilators  in  the  theatre.  The 
curtain  was  20  minutes  late  going 
up,  but  somehow  the  show  went 
off — and  successfully,” 

Rather  than  yield  to  these  dis¬ 
appointments,  the  group  immedi¬ 
ately  prepared  for  the  biggest 
venture  in  the  guild’s  four-year 
history,  Brigadoon,  a  production 
whose  success  depended  upon  the 
vigorous  and  enthusiastic  efforts 
of  125  actors,  singers,  dancers, 
designers,  stage  hands,  and  even 
a  dozen  usherettes. 

Next  season’s  plans  include  a 
special  production  of  Edmund 
Rostand’s  Cyrano  de  Bergerac.

with  Rose  Polytechnic  institute 
Terre  Haute,  Ind. 

The  five-year  program  ultimate¬ 
ly  leads  to  a  bachelor  of  arts 
degree  from  St.  Joseph’s  and 
bachelor  of  science  in  engineering 
or  in  agriculture  from  the  school 
to  which  the  student  has  trans¬ 
ferred.

Th  Rev.  William  Westhoven, 
C  P.,  ex-’14,  imprisoned  by  the 
Chinese  communists  for  almost  a 
year,  was  released  late  in  April 
and  has  returned  to  his  home  at 
Liberty  Center,  Ohio. 

One-time  religious  superior  of 
the  Passionist  Fathers  in  China, 
Father  Westhoven  was  the  sixth 
priest  of  his  society  to  be  arrest¬ 
ed  by  the  communists.  He  was 
pastor  of  the  mission  at  Chih 
kiang,  Hunan,  at  the  time  of  his 
arrest. 

In  a  telephone  conversation  with 
relatives  shortly  after  his  release 
the  missionary  said  he  would 
spend  about  10  days  in  Hong 
Kong,  then  fly  to  Rome,  from 
where  he  would  leave  for  the 
United  States.  This  travel  was 
to  have  taken  about  three  weeks. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Ruess,  ’25, 
pastor  of  Father  Westhoven’s 
native  St.  Patrick  parish  at  Provi¬ 
dence,  Ohio,  said  that  the  parish 
loners  there  had  been  reciting  the 
rosary  each  Sunday  before  Mass 
since  Father  Westhoven’s  impris¬ 
onment,  and  that  the  Swanton 
Knights  of  Columbus  had  offered 
a  high  Mass  each  month  for  his 
safe  return.

Farm  Landmark 
To  Be  Replaced 
After  54  Years 

A  54-year-old  St.  Joe  landmark 
will  be  torn  down  this  summer. ; 
The  old  dairy  barn,  in  service 
since  1899,  will  fall  prey  to  the 
advances  of  modern  times  and 
will  be  replaced  by  a  newer  and 
larger  structure,  now  being  com¬ 
pleted  far  to  the  west  of  the 
original  building. 

The  old  barn,  located  approxi¬ 
mately  one-half  mile  west  of  the 
main  campus,  has  been  a  part  of 
St.  Joseph’s  farm  system  since 
construction  first  began  before 
the  turn  of  the  century.  Back  in 
1899,  the  original  builders  felled 
oak  trees  by  hand  from  “Bishop’s 
Woods,”  now  part  of  the  West 
Farm.  The  logs  were  completely 
hsnd-hewn  and  shaped  into  beams 
14”xl4”. 

In  1900.  the  dirt  was  excavated 
and  the  stone  floor  laid;  the  barn, 
originally  roofed  entirely  with 
slate,  was  completed  in  1901. 

Several  St.  Joe  pioneers  had  a 
hand  in  the  construction.  The  Rev. 
•Augustine  Seifert,  first  president 
of  the  college,  for  whom  Seifert 
Hall  was  named,  designed  the 
structure;  Brother  William  Zink 
was  the  chief  construction  engin¬ 
eer.  After  its  completion,  the 
barn  became  known  as  “Brother 
Bill’s  Big  Bank  Barn,”  for  it  was 
then  the  largest  bank  barn  in 
the  state.  It  is  80’  wide,  220’  long 
and  65’  high. 

Construction  is  now  underway 
on  the  new  barn,  which  should  be 
completed  by  August.

Sf.  Joe  Shares 
Standard  Oil's 
$150,000  Gift 

St.  Joseph’s  College  will  share 
equally  wnth  the  11  other  institu 
tions  in  the  Associated  Colleges 
of  Indiana  a  gift  of  $21,000  from 
Standard  Oil  Company  for  pri 
vately  financed  liberal  arts  col 
leges.  1 

F.  M.  Blough,  Indianapolis  Di¬ 
vision  manager,  acting  for  Stand- ' 
ard  Oil,  presented  a  check  to  Dr. 

Frank  H.  Sparks,  president  of 
Wabash  college  and  of  the  ACI. 

In  accepting  the  grant,  Dr. 

Sparks  said:  “This  is  the  first 
major  national  corporation  to  have 
made  a  grant  through  the  asse- 
cated  colleges.  I  am  sure  other 
corporations  will  follow  the  lead 
of  Standard  Oil  Company  of  In¬ 
diana.” 

The  gift  was  Indiana’s  share 
of  $150,000  Standard  Oil  set  aside 
this  year  for  distribution  on  an 
equitable  basis  to  aid  private  col¬ 
leges  in  the  14  states  where  it 
markets  directly. 

Standard  Oil  is  giving  the  money 
to  the  state  associations,  which 
will  allocate  the  funds  to  each 
college  according  to  their  general 
practice. 

The  company  said  it  hoped  such 
grants  would  be  continued  in  sub¬ 
sequent  years  if  the  experience 
proved  satisfactory,  “but  that  will 
be  a  matter  for  decision  each 
year  in  the  light  of  all  circum¬ 
stances.” 

Mr.  Blough  said  that  Standard 
Oil  has  been  concerned  for  a 
number  of  years  with  the  serious 
financial  problems  of  liberal  arts 
colleges  in  trying  to  maintain 
high  standards  and  reasonable 
faculty  salaries  while  costs  were 
rising  and  endowment  income  was 
generally  shrinking. 

He  pointed  out:  “The  colleges 
have  raised  their  average  tuitions 
more  than  60  per  cent  in  the  past 
decade  and  in  most  cases  to  a 
point  where  they  exceed  the  abil 
ity-to-pay  of  many  good  students.’ 

He  added: 

“There  is  real  danger  of  losing 
the  enrichment  of  American  life 
which  has  come  from  the  educa¬ 
tion  of  talented  young  people  ‘  Name 
who  lack  financial  resources.  It  | 
would  be  tragic  to  lose  these  fine  i 
independent  colleges  which  have  |  City 
contributed  far  more  than  their  | 
proportionate  share  to  the  intel-  State 
lectual,  religious,  and  scientific 
leadership  of  our  nation,  and  have 
supplied  our  corporations  with 
many  of  their  best  men.”
